WILMINGTON Butters 
Farm has been designated as 
one of the state's 10 Most 
Endangered Historic Resources 
of 2005. The list is compiled by 
Preservation Massachusetts, 
the Commonwealth's — only 
statewide historic preservation 
non-profit organization. 

“The fate of this community 
landmark is in severe jeop- 
ardy” states Jim — Igoe, 
President of Preservation 
Massachusetts. “Preservation 
Massachusetts along with 
many in the community feels 
strongly that the house in its 
current context be saved.” 

The land that the 300-plus 
year old home stands on is slat- 
ed for development along with 


five other adjacent lots. 

Carolyn Harris, Wilmington 
Historical Commission 
Chairman, hopes that inclusion 
on the Top Ten list will continue 
to heighten the public aware- 
ness of the situation. 

“It is a statement as to the his- 
toric significance of Butters 
Farm, not only to Wilmington, 
but to Massachusetts and to 
American history,” Harris said. 
“There are too few of these 
landmarks left.” 

The William Butters 
Farmhouse is a half saltbox 
house built by William Butters 
II in or around 1682 and has 
been lived in continuously for 
more than 320 years.

TOUGHER RULES ON 
CAR DONATIONS 


There was a time not so long ago, 
when charities advertised, asking for 
donations of automobiles and prom- 
ising generous tax deductions. Too 
many people took advantage of this 
proposition, so Congress came up 
with stricter rules, 

If the owner claims the vehicle is 
worth more than $500, and the chari 
ty sells it, the deduction is limited to 
the sales proceeds. But if the charity 
does not sell it, instead making sig- 
nificant use of the car or improving 
the car to increase its value, or if the 
charity donates the car or sells it 
below market value to a needy indi 
vidual, following its own charitable 
purposes, then the donor may deduct 
the full private-sale market price 

The charity must acknowledge the 
gift within 30 days of the sale (and 
note the sale price) or within 30 days 
of the donation if the charity keeps 
the car. No deduction will be allowed 
unless the donor receives the 
acknowledgment

Lung cancer hot-spots 


WILMINGTON/TEWKS- 
BURY - According to Tobacco 
Free Mass, of Framingham, 
new data ranks Wilmington and 
Tewksbury as lung cancer hot 
spots. 

On Thursday, November 17, 
2005, millions of smokers will 
take part in the American 
Cancer Society's 29th annual 
Great American Smokeout*. 
For Wilmington, which ranks 
9th highest in lung cancer 
death rates in the 


-Commonwealth, a day devoted 
” “to kicking the deadly ‘habit of 


smoking is particularly impor- 
tant this year. 

After adjusting for age and 
population, Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health 
statistics reveal that 
Wilmington's lung cancer rate 
is the 9th highest out of the 351 
cities and towns in 
Massachusetts. Tewksbury 
ranked 13th highest under the 
same criteria. Statewide, 3,800 
residents will die from lung and 
bronchus cancers in this year. 
Smoking is the leading cause of 
lung cancer, responsible for 
87% of lung cancer deaths. 60% 
of lung cancer patients die 
within the first year after diag- 
nosis and 85% die within the 
first 5 years, 

Close to 70% of people who 
smoke want to quit, and 
research shows they have more 
success with some means of 
support, such as_ nicotine 
replacement therapy, prescrip- 
tion medication and counseling. 


But Massachusetts currently 
doesn't provide smoking cessa- 
tion services. Three years ago 
the Legislature repealed the 
funding mechanism for the 
Massachusetts Tobacco Control 
Program (MTCP) while slash- 
ing the program's budget by 
95%, eliminating stop-smoking 
programs. 

“As a result of the program 
cuts in 2002, there are no state- 
funded cessation services to 
help smokers quit, and smoking 
rates continue to be exception- 
ally high among low socio-eco- 
nomic status populations across 
the 


Commonwealth, said Diane 
Pickles, Executive Director of 
Tobacco Free Mass. 

“People who smoke and want 
to quit should have access to 
affordable stop-smoking ser- 
vices - be it nicotine replace- 
ment therapy, counseling, and 
medication if they need it. 
Smokers pay millions of dollars 
annually in tobacco taxes with 
no help in return to assist them 
in quitting.” 

A bill that would restore the 
program's funding mechanism 
is working its way through the 
Legislature and has the support 
of more than ninety legislators. 

Tobacco Free Mass is a pri- 
vately-funded coalition that 
advocates for funding and poli- 
cies that support tobacco pre- 
vention and reduction of the 
public's exposure to second- 
hand smoke. For more infor-

Well, after 18 months of effort 
and hundreds of volunteer man 
hours, the second project for a 
new library for Wilmington was 
voted down. I would first like to 
thank everyone for their dedica- 
tion and leadership, especially 
Tina Stewart, and the 1000 peo- 
ple who voted in support of the 
new library project. 

But I am also left scratching 
my head as to how to proceed. 
Obviously, those of us who sup- 
port life-long learning will con- 
tinue to do so, and the staff of 
the library will continue to pro- 
vide the excellent service they 
are known for. But at the same 
time, I feel compelled to let the 
people of Wilmington know that 
they were, once again, 'bamboo- 
zled’. 

When we began working on 
this project, our goal was to 
ensure - through this website, 
public meetings, and meetings 
with town officials - that the 
facts were not lost in the 
process. During the previous 
attempt to build a new library, 
the library supporters were 
accused of not being open about 
the process, so this time we 
went overboard to ensure that 
everything we knew - you knew. 
Sadly, some of our selectmen 
were never interested in learn- 
ing the facts. One selectman 
never even attended a single 
meeting we held, even when 
personally invited, yet placed a 
front page article in a local 
paper, the week before the town 
vote, stating that the library 
was underutilized. Not only was 
this untrue - it showed a com- 
plete lack of respect for the 
library director, the trustees, 
and those people who had spent 
untold hours trying to make this 
a fair process. Another select- 
man never hid the fact that he 
wanted the new library to be on 
the same side of the street as 
the private school which his 
children attended.

10 years between every capital 
project, the town would never 
be able to support long term 
growth 


3. What they said: 'Times are 
tight, and if we build this new 
library, we'd have to fire people’ 

What they didn't tell you: The 
new library would have been a 
capital expense, which is some- 
thing that you own and depreci- 
ate over time (much like your 
car). Thus, it would have been 
paid for using the capital bud- 
get, and paid for by the $6.35 tax 
increase. People are not a capi- 
tal expense; they are an operat- 
ing expense (like the teachers 
in our schools). They are paid 
for out of the operating budget, 
which is separate from the cap- 
ital budget. 

Also, Wilmington is financial- 
ly stable. We last bond has an 
‘AAA’ bond rating, and AAA 
bonds are judged to be of the 
highest quality, with minimal 
credit risk. They are generally 
referred to as "gilt edged." In 
comparison, Bedford only 
received an AA rating on a bond 
earlier this year. 

4. What they said: 'The new

What they didn't tell you: 
Building a library is much like 
building a new baseball field. 
There are guidelines that are 
used, and they differ for the 
level of baseball being played.

Let us stop complaining and 
start taking action. Our chil- 
dren can no longer be put on 
hold. Their mental and physical 
health are in jeopardy. The bat- 
tle to save our children is being 
lost. Each year that passes 
things get worse. No matter 
where we turn we see and hear 
the decline of morality and 
respect. Profanity, promiscuity, 
and oral sex have become a way 
of life for many of our children. 

The new trend encourages 
teen girls to dress like hookers. 
Boys no longer look at women 
as the possible future mother of 
their child. The public is 
exposed to obscenities and dis- 
respect never experienced 
before.

Change is very difficult. It takes 
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a strong united approach of par- 
ents and children. 

If you're concerned about 
invading your child's privacy, 
think about the dangers if you 
don't, Everyone is aware of dan- 
gers of pregnancy, abortions, 
and venereal disease. Yet most 
teen-agers don't realize so 
called casual oral sex can: be 
deadly. Your child could con- 
tract genital herpes, or AIDS 
that can never be cured. Then 
there are gonorrhea, chlamy- 
dia, syphilis, and genital warts. 
Because many children have 
been led to believe oral sex is no 
big deal, chances are they will 
have multiple partners. This 
should give every parent the 
incentive to monitor their kids.

which occurred Oct. 7-16, to 
apply for state and federal dis- 
aster assistance. President 
George W. Bush declared a 
major disaster for Berkshire, 
Bristol, Franklin, Hampden, 
Hampshire, Middlesex, 
Norfolk, Plymouth and 
Worcester counties November 
10: 

Affected residents and busi 
nesses are encouraged to begin 
the application process as soon 
as possible by calling 1-800- 
FEMA (3362) or 1-800-462-7585 
(TTY), for the hearing and 
speech impaired. Registration 
can also be done online at 
http://www.fema.gov. Staffed 
by employees from the Federal 


Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA), the lines will 
be open 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, until further 
notice. 

“We strongly encourage any- 
one in these counties who had 
damage from these storms to 
apply,” said Peter Martinasco, 
federal coordinating officer for 
the disaster. “Registering with 
FEMA is the first and most 
important step people can take 
in receiving disaster aid.” 

Assistance can include grants 
to help pay for temporary hous: 
ing, home repairs and other 
serious disaster-related expens- 
es. Low-interest loans from the 
US Small Business 
Administration also will be 
available to cover residential 
and business losses not com- 
pensated by insurance. 

“We will work very closely 
with our federal partners, as 


well as other state and local 
agencies to ensure that affect 
ed residents are aware of tHe 
many programs and resource 
available to them,” said

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Massachusetts 
takes first big step 
away from foreign 
oil dependence 


Trying to keep up with 
California Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, 
Massachusetts officials moved 
forward today toward promot- 
ing hydrogen and fuel cell tech- 
nology. The House of 
Representatives today passed 
omnibus legislation designed to 
provide short-term and long- 
term solutions to rising energy 
costs. 

Among the long-term solu- 
tions is a section of the bill 
offered by Representative 
Barry R. Finegold (Andover) 
that establishes the 
"Massachusetts Fuel Cell 
Partnership.' This intends to 
accelerate the development and 
deployment of commercially 
viable fuel cell and related 
hydrogen production. 
Hydrogen technology is widely- 
viewed to be the alternative to 
fossil fuels. The partnership 
calls for growth and develop- 
ment of a fuel cell industry 
cluster in the Commonwealth. 
Companies, academic institu- 
tions, state and federal agen- 
cies, nonprofit organizations, 
and trade associations, includ- 
ing the Massachusetts 
Hydrogen Coalition, will partic- 
ipate in the partnership. One of 
the goals of this partnership is 
to leverage federal research 
and funding sources to improve 
the competitiveness of 
Massachusetts entities. There 
are approximately 80 
Massachusetts based compa- 
nies, organizations and univer- 
sities working directly on 
hydrogen and fuel cells. 

“This is an important step 
that we are taking toward 
someday being able to fuel cars 
with hydrogen,” commented 
Representative Finegold, who 
urged his colleagues to pass the 
legislation in a speech on the 
floor of the House of 
Representatives. “We can no 
longer afford to consume 25% 
of the world's oil when we only 
make up 5% of the world's pop- 
ulation. There are major eco- 
nomic and geopolitical con- 
cerns surrounding our depen- 
dence on foreign oil. If we con- 
tinue on this trend, and we 
reach a point where we are 
using 25 billion barrels of oil 
each year, the slightest price 
alternation will have dramatic 


effects on our economy. Even a 
slight increase of $10 per bar- 
rel, which today is not incon- 
ceivable in this increasingly 
volatile market, will result in 
$250 billion flowing from our 
country to foreign businesses.” 

This measure will also devel- 
op job opportunities in 
Massachusetts, according to 
Finegold. “It is important that 
we encourage the ingenuity of 
our own people and that we 
attract leaders in the energy 
sector to come to 
Massachusetts to work on these 
initiatives,” commented 
Representative Finegold. 

Brad Bradshaw, President of 
Velerity, a Beverly-based con- 
sultant firm on the energy sec- 
tor, stated that this component 
of the legislation will make 
Massachusetts competitive 
with other parts of the country 
who are forging ahead with 
hydrogen energy initiatives. 
“The legislation is a critical 
first step for Massachusetts to 
compete effectively for jobs in 
this important high growth 
clean energy sector,” comment- 
ed Bradshaw, who met earlier 
this week with Governor 
Romney to discuss hydrogen 
energy initiatives in the state. 
“The market and jobs in the 
hydrogen and fuel cell sector is 
growing rapidly around the 
nation and around the world, 
and Massachusetts cannot fall 
behind. Other states such as 
Connecticut, New York, Ohio, 
California and Florida are 
aggressively promoting their 
capabilities and attracting 
companies and capital. With 
the highest density of compa- 
nies and organizations of any 
state in the country, 
Massachusetts cannot let this 
important opportunity for high 
paying jobs and economic 
growth slip between our fin- 
gers.” 

“This is essential to meeting 
not only our short-term needs, 
but also our- long-term goals, in 
the area of energy,” said 
Representative Finegold. 
“Massachusetts has always 
been a leader among the coun- 
try's business and technology 
communities and now we have 
the potential to be leaders in 
the global community.”

The following information you

Do I Need Medicare 
Prescription Drug

- If you have Medicare and 
MassHealth (Medicaid): 

YES. Your prescription drug 
coverage will no longer be pro- 
vided by MassHealth as of 
January 1, 2006. Medicare will 
pay for your prescription drugs 
beginning January 1, 2006. 
Check your mail for informa- 
tion about the plan that has 
been chosen to cover your pre- 
scriptions under the Medicare 
program. Read the informa- 
tion carefully to be sure all 
your drugs are covered and you 
know which pharmacies you 
may use. If you would like to 
change to a different plan, you 
may do so at any time. For 
help, contact the SHINE pro- 
gram at 1-800-243-4636 (and 
press 2) 

- If you have Medicare and 

Prescription Advantage: 

YES. Your prescription drug 
coverage will be different next 
year. Medicare will provide 
primary drug coverage and 
Prescription Advantage will be 
secondary. You must have a 
Medicare Prescription Drug 
plan to use your Prescription 
Advantage coverage. Many

Prescription Advantage mem- 
bers will be automatically 
assigned a Medicare 
Prescription Drug plan.

He was assigned as a rifleman 
with the 25th Infantry Division, 
and quickly adapted to the life 
of a 'grunt", patrolling through 
deep jungles on ‘Search and 
Destroy" missions. Jackie had 
wanted action and he found it 
when his company engaged the 
North Vietnamese Army in 
dozens of firefights.

Every time he recovered from 
his wounds, he went right back 
to his unit to be with his bud- 
dies. However, on his last patrol 
in November of 1967, Jackie 
was seriously wounded by a 
land mine, and was evacuated 
to a hospital where he recov- 
ered from his wounds.

call it, Saigon was "Fat City". 
Jackie was assigned to the 52nd 
Infantry, part of the 18th 
Military Police Brigade which 
was responsible for the security 
of American installations in the 
city.

Boulevard. The 19 commandos 
sappers opened fire with 
machine guns and B-40 rockets, 
and then blasted a large hole 
through the embassy wall with 
a satchel charge. They quickly 
overran the small guard 
detachment and made their 
way onto the inner grounds 
looking for the main entrance 
to the embassy. While this 
action was going on, thousands 
of other Viet Cong units and 
North Vietnamese army battal-

Jackie’s new unit was deployed 
to the American Embassy to 
battle the Viet Cong insurgents. 
President Johnson, when told 
of the attacks, was most con- 
cerned about having the 
Embassy overrun. He ordered 
General Westmoreland to hold 
on to the Embassy at all costs. 
PFC Jackie Fullerton Jr, a 
young boy from a little town 
called Wilmington, was thrust 
into the center of the firestorm 
that raged on the grounds of 
the sacred American facility. 
After a very long night of close 
quarter battles with snipers 
and commandos, dawn brought 
victory to the American forces 
at the Embassy. All the 
Commandos were killed, and 
the Embassy was secured. 
Jackie had survived the fight, 
as well as 7 months in the jun- 
gles on patrols. 

Jackie, despite fighting all 
night, began to pick up the 
wounded and carry them on his 
back to safety, all the while 
under sniper fire from nearby 
apartment buildings. A Life 
magazine photographer caught 
Jackie on film as he shuttled 
the wounded out of the 
embassy. His picture appeared 
around the world, and would be 
the last his family would ever 
see of their beloved son and 
brother alive. Fate struck at 
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approximately 400 feet west of 
the Route 129/Woburn Street 
intersection.

William Butter, father to 
William Butters II, was one of 
Wilmington's earliest settlers. 
He discovered the Butters 
apple, which later became the 
Baldwin apple, and a statue 
currently stands on the lot 
adjacent to Butters Farm 
memorializing the discovery. 

William Butters II is believed 
to have been his only child and 
is believed to be the first white 
child born in Wilmington. He 
was part of the committee that 
negotiated with the Woburn 
minister for the separation of 
Wilmington from Woburn. He 
then served on Wilmington's 
first board of selectmen. 

When the future of Butters 
Farm was first called into ques- 
tion during the Spring of 2005, 
the Town faced a deadline of 
120 days to raise $450,000 to pur- 
chase and protect the site. The 
developer, however, graciously 
agreed to extend the deadline 
for one year, giving the 
Historical Commission until 
June 2006 to raise the necessary 
funds. 

The extension has provided 
some breathing room, but has 
by no means guaranteed the 
future of Butters Farm. 

Currently, some five months 
after an account was started, 
only $16,000, some of which are 
pledges, has been raised. 

“We would have to be pulling 
in roughly $40,000 to feel com- 
fortable about our chances of 
raising the $450,000 in time,” 
Harris said, “But, we appreci- 
ate every penny that has come 
in” 

The deadline extension may 
have led some to relax their 
guard a bit, but the Wilmington 
Historical Commission is gear- 
ing up for a slew of fundraising 
events, the contents of which 
will be announced shortly. 

The Commission has applied 
for an emergency grant from 


the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts' Office. It ,is 
also preparing to work toward. 
having Butters Farm placed on, 
the National Register -of 
Historic Places. 

“It needs to be listed on the 
National Register in order to be 
eligible for many of the grants 
that we'll be seekifig,” Harris 
said.

Each year, in conjunction with 
the Wilmington Rotary Club 
Scholarship Trust, the Club 
gives scholarships to students 
residing in Wilmington who are 
seniors in high school and who 
are going on to higher educa- 
tional pursuits.

Welcome to the 50th 
Anniversary Edition of the 
‘Town Crier. 

Capt. Larz Neilson, a WWII 
Merchant Marine captain, 
vame home in 1947 and 
embarked on a new voyage — a 
newspaper career. He began as 
a correspondent for the Lowell 
Sun and in 1951 landed a job as 
editor of the Wilmington 
Crusader. Four and a half years 
later, he quit the Crusader and 
started the Town Crier. The first 
issue was published on Nov. 17, 
1955. 

For nearly 33 years, the 
“home office” of the Town Crier 
was in the North Wilmington 
railroad depot. That building 
was heavily damaged in a fire 
in February -1988. The paper 
never missed an issue, making 
a quick move into a new store- 
front unit 100 yards from the 
depot. A few months later, Alan 
Fenton walked into the office 
and said he wanted to put in an 
advertisement for his office on 
Lowell Street. “Sold,” said edi- 
tor Larz F. Neilson. After some 
extensive renovations, the Town 
Crier moved in, and has been 
publishing on Lowell Street for 
17 years. 

Fifty years is a lot of newspa- 


pers — 2600 of them, to be 
exact. We could bundle them up 
with string and deliver them to 
your door, but can you imagine 
the tip a paper boy would want 
for a delivery like that? (What 
ever happened to paper boys?) 

So instead, we've gone 
through the microfilm files and 
selected some of our favorite 
stories and photos. We've tried 
to include some of the Captain’s 
historical writing, some news 
stories, and a large collection of 
“Town Notes,” a column that 
Larz actually started at the 
Crusader in 1951. When he quit 
the Crusader and started the 
Town Crier, he kept the column 
name. 

Town Notes would usually 
start with a weather report. 
Reporting weather after-the- 
fact is much more reliable than 
trying to forecast it, so Larz 
was always “right on the 
money.” 

Often a Town ‘Notes item 
would be something he had 
seen or heard that would not be 
considered news, other than his 
added twist. Town Notes was 
usually THE most interesting 
part of the paper. It was always 
the column that I would read 
first.

Wilmington has been known 
for many industries throughout 
its history, everything from 
crackers to computer chips. In 
the early 1800s, Wilmington was 
known as Hoptown. 

Hops, of course, are used for 
the making of beer and are 
almost always referred to in the 
plural. Hops have been cultivat- 
ed since antiquity, the 
Egyptians being among those 
who have been. hop farmers. 
‘The early Colonials brought the 
plant with them from England 
in 1629. 

‘The plant Humulus lupulus is 
a hardy perennial with a trail- 
ing vine. There are male and 
female plants. The female pro- 
duces the desired flower, and 
unpollinated flowers are consid- 
ered superior, from a brewer's 
standpoint. Many growers train 
them up a rope, which can be 
lowered at harvest. 

The higher land in 
Wilmington was found to be a 
good place to grow hops. After 
the end of the Revolution, the 
farming of the vine spread and 
Wilmington acquired a réputa- 


tion for excellent hops 

By 1805, hops were being 
grown commercially in 
Wilmington. The farming of 
hops became a town industry. 
There were also farms nearby 
in Tewksbury, Burlington and 
Andover. 

The building of the Middlesex 
Canal undoubtedly. contributed 
to the commerce in hops. Road 
transportation was difficult, but 
the canal made it possible for 
farmers to send their hops to 
market. The canal opened in 
1803. 

The hops were generally dried 
over a fire, then bagged and 
shipped to Charlestown. They 
were then loaded on vessels 
and sent to Albany, New York. 

It would seem there was a 
brewery in that town that rec- 
ognized the superior quality of 
the Wilmington hops. They 
were not, as far as it is known, 
sent to any other destination. 

Records indicate that from 
1806 to 1837, there were 76,806 
bags of hops sent from 
Wilmington to Albany. The 
bags were large. Some of the 


that day. 
The total value of the hops 
grown in that era was 


$2,169,430. That sum, of course, 
is the in the dollar value of that 
day, when someone who was 
earning a dollar a day was. 
being well-paid. Consider the 
Louisiana Purchase, in which 
the U.S. bought more than 
800,000 square miles of land for 
$15 million. 

The hop industry was so valu- 
able in Massachusetts that 
careful records were kept as to 
the number of bags shipped, 
and the quality of the hops in 
those bags. Keeping the 
records, once it had been decid- 
ed to do that, was easy, as all 
(with one exception) were 
shipped via the canal, and all 
that was needed was to consult 
the manifests of the Middlesex 
Canal barges to find the total 
number of bags shipped. 

The one exception was during 
the War of 1812, when the Royal

How to pronounce names like a Townie

Townies hate blow-ins. Like 
fire and water, somethings 
were just meant to be oppo- 
sites. Call someone a (townie) 
outloud and you might get your 
pumpkin caved in by a furious 
Yankee, but the term isn’t a bad 
one, really. It just means some- 
one who has lived in the same 
town for life; often the same 
address as a few earlier gener- 
, ations. 


A blow-in, on the other hand, 
is somebody who just bought a 
new house or condo on the out- 
skirts of town and couldn't find 
the highway without first look- 
ing for the red-and-blue-inter- 
state signs. 

No matter how hard the blow- 
ins try to blend in to the com- 
munity, though, the townies can 
still spot them. Blow-in kids are 
taunted in school, the poor new-

ting on their dog and defiling 
their mailboxes, and most blow- 
ins will eventually pull up 
stakes and leave the town in 
anger and fustration, just 
because they couldn’t fit in. It’s 
sad. 

But here at last is a ray of 
hope, as a public service, the 
Town Crier would like to offer 
this life saving gift to blow-ins, 
to improve their standing in the 
community and _to_keep the 


shootings in check. 

The easiest way to blend in to 
any New England town is to 
pronounce the names of local 
towns and streets properly. 
True fact! If the local names 
are spoken correctly, the town- 
ies will figure you just came in 
from the next town, instead of 
from another time zone, and 
they'll flock to your door with 
house warming gifts and warm 
wishes. 

So, here is a townie glossary 
of common names in the 
Merrimack Valley you'll blend 
right in if you sould like a 
native. Here we go. 

First, Tewksbury is a tough 
one to pronounce. Don’t say it 
like it sounds, or all the townies 
will snear at you and mail you 
nasty-grams. 

The first syllable’ in 
Tewksbury sounds like (took), 
as in he took out the trash, and 
not “two”. That’s a subtle dif- 
ference, but the delicate townie 
ear can pick it out in a crowd. 
But saying the first part in the 
towns name to sound like “tux” 
is going to far. 

The last syllable is a Yankee 
quirk of ancient standing, no 
matter what town its attached 
to. Any New England name 
ending with “burry” should be 
spoken to rhyme with “furry” 
and not “berry” - try it. 

So, the name of this fair town 
is “tooks-burry.” Try it out loud. 
Very good! There is hope. 

Luckily the name Wilmington 
is the same everywhere, so 
there is no problem there. The 
“I!” is optional but should be 
pronounced. 

To the south of Wilmington is 
the city of Woburn. Again, don’t

try to pronounce it as its 
spelled - both syllables are 
tricky. 

Woe unto you if you pronounce 
the first syllable as “woe”. 
wrong. Its “woo.” Except no 
substitutes. And our delightful 
yankee accent has twisted the 
last four letters to sound like 
“bin” and never “burn” its woo- 
bin. Try it. Now say it a bit 
faster. Yup, thats it! Near 
Tooks-burry is the town of 
Chelmsford, which is a blow- 
in’s minefield. The “L” is utter- 
ly gone in pronounciation, and 
the “Ford” is skewed as well. Its 
Chemz-fid. Say it faster. Better, 
better. 

By now you should have a 
pretty solid feel for the New 
England “r” sound, so let’s try 
a few more. To the west of 
Tooks-burry is Billerica, anoth- 
er tricky name. The “L's” are 
purely optional and townies 
won't mind if you don’t pro- 
nounce them at all, while the 
“E” just drops on to the floor 
and rolls away like the “L” in 
Chemz-fid. The name of the 
town is Burr-ika, or Bill-rika. 
Heaven won’t save you if you 
say “Bill-err-ikka”. Your car 
will be daubed with something 
stinky if you pronounce it that 
way. Further toward the sunset 
lies the town of Westford, but 
the “T” is gone and the curious 
“ford” sound you’ve already 
learned. The town of Wess-fid 
say it a few times. Just past 
Wess-fid is Pep-rull. Never, 
don’t ever, say Pepper-ell. 

East of Lawrence which uses 
the common pronounciation of 
Larry’s real name is Haverhill, 
which is always, always, alwas 
pronounced Hay-vrill. Always. 


Townies will whisper foul 
things behind their hands if you 
ever dare to say Hay-ver-hill or 
Have-ur-hill. NO! 

That’s most of the tough ones, 
so we'll cover the less tricky 
ones in less detail. 

Both New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts have a Kong- 
kid. That's the true Concord, as 
it’s spelled here, is a grape or a 
supersonic jetliner. 

Along the Massachusetts 
coastine is Glaw-sta. Try it. 
(your toungue will wrap itself 
into a painful knot if you try to 
say Glouchester.) In a similiar 
vein is the city of Wuss-ta to the 
west, which is death itself if 
you prounounce it War-chess- 
ter. Gulp! 

Also along the north shore are 
the towns of Sawlz-burry, New- 
burry and Ports-mith. 

That's the bulk of it. Now, 
with luck and practice, every 
blow-in can walk down the side 
walk with head held high. 

With speech so well tuned, 
even the lowliest of blow-ins 
may now stand up at a town 
meeting without fear of being 
laughed at, and simple request 
for directions to the post office 
won't land the poor wretch in 
East Armpit, Canada. Just ask 
any townie if Hah-vid is close to 
Baws-tin and your there.

The Bridge House has been 
described as Boothbay 
Harbor's answer to Motif No. I 
in Rockport.

The bridge was 
built in 1901 to provide, a means 
of access to the East Point for 
the village firemen. The Bridge 
House was built a year later for 
the bridge tender, who operated 
the swing bridge. Subsequently 
it has been a fish market; a 
bootlegger's shack, and an 
artist’s studio. The light reflect- 
ed off the water gives the, shop 
a shimmering look inside. In, 
the back room, you can see the 
water through the cracks 
between the floorboards. 
There's a trap door in the floor, 
said to be the “run runner's 
hatch.” If nothing else, it makes 
an easy job of sweeping the 
floor.

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10,000 years ago in Tewksbury .

For hundreds of years 
farmer boys in New England 
have had a sport - collecting 
artifacts - “Indian arrow- 
heads”, Those arrowheads 
were found in the garden 
areas of the farms on which 
they lived. Such artifacts, 
left by native Americans 
were rarely studied or other- 
wise identified. 

One can read today of the 
early history of the artifacts, 
sometimes hundreds in num- 
ber on some of the farms. 
Sometime ip the early 19th 


century archaeologists 
began to evince an interest. 
Some classification began 


Farmer boys had their own 
term. They called it “follow- 
ing the plow.” A field plowed 
in early spring and then cul- 
tivated would, after a heavy 
rain, show up with artifacts, 
on top of the soil. 

The Lacey Farm in 
Tewksbury, was such an 
area, Near Main Street and 
not far from the Shawsheen 
River it had been a camping 
ground for the native 
Americans, of whom it is 
said they had over 100 camp- 
ing sites along the 
Shawsheen, Part of the 
Lacey Farm was sold in the 
1960s to become a shopping 
area, now known = as 
Marshalls. 

When construction began 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Robert 
Lacey, who lived across 
Main Street from the present 
post office noted the number 
of arrowheads turned up as 
the soil was moved. They 
began their own collection, 
searching after each heavy 
rain. That collection was 
donated to the Patten 
Library in Tewksbury. 

Professor J. Frederick 
Burtt, of an old Wilmington 
family, in the Lowell 
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Technological Institute, now 
the University of 
Massachusetts at Lowell 
classified the collection. 
Burtt had participated in 
many “Indian Digs,” and had 
lectured on the style of liv- 
ing of the early American 
natives. 

The Burtt family lived, 
among other places in 
Tewksbury at what is now 
1304 South Street, almost in 


Andover. 
But since then there have 
been changes. 


Archaeologists and anthro- 
pologists now know that 
native Americans had been 
in the Americas for more 
than the 11,500 years which 
has been allocated to them. 

The Heath Brook archaeo- 
logical site, as it is now 
known is a few hundred 
yards “behind” the Marshall 
Shopping Center, near a 
freshwater marsh. There is, 
in Andover, the Robert S. 
Peabody Museum of 
Archaeology, at Phillips 
Academy, which has an 
exhibit, co-sponsored by the 
Public Archaeology 
Laboratory, Inc. (PAL) of 
Pawtucket, Rhode Island, 
incorporated in 1982 PAL has 
completed date recovery 
excavations on the surviving 
portions of the Heath Brook 
site. 

The Peabody Museum, at 
Phillips Academy, in 
Andover is open daily to the 
general public. Information 
on exhibits and hours may 
be obtained by calling (508) 
749-4490. 

Eugene Winter of the 
Peabody Museum recently 
conducted this writer on a 
tour of the Andover muse- 
um. A man who grew up in 
Tewksbury, and who knows 
much about those who lived 
near the site, he lives in 
Lowell. He is a well known' 
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speaker on history and 
archaeology. 

The first information to the 
Peabody Museum was in the 
1930s from E.E. Tyzzer, an 
amateur archaeologist. The- 
site was tested in 1945 on 
behalf if the museum by 
Ripley Bullen. Much of the 
site, it has been stated, was 
destroyed during the com- 
mercial development. 

The Public Archaeology 
Laboratory Inc., is a private 
non-profit corporation incor- 
porated in 1982 by five 
archaeologists from Brown 
University. 

The PAL's findings have 
documented many important 
details of the Heath Brook 
site, during the Middle 
Archaic occupation, about 
7,000 years ago, and has 
shown that the native people 
used the site during the 
Early Archaic period of 
about 8,500 years ago. 


Tewksbury 
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Elia’s store a Wilmington tradition

Elia’s Country Store is one 
of the local business firms 
which may disappear 
because the MBTA wants to 
increase its parking space in 
North Wilmington. It just 
happens to be the business 
which is quite probably the 
oldest in Wilmington. 

There was a store on that 
site during the Civil War. It is 
quite possible that the store 
antedates that war. 

The railroad that crosses 
Middlesex Avenue in North 
Wilmington was constructed 
in 1844 - 5. The first train was 
on July 4, 1845. 

At that time there was no 
stop for the train in North 
Wilmington. In 1851 passen- 
gers could board the train for 
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a trip to Boston. A railroad 
station was constructed in 
1855. That stationed burned 
down in 1912 and another was 
erected. 

Sometime about 1855 - 60 a 
tannery was started, in the 
field southerly from the 
store, about 800 or 900 feet 
away, by a firm known as 
Perry & Cutler. Both of those 
men lived in Winchester. 
They located their firm in 
North Wilmington because 
the tanneries of the 19th cen- 
tury needed a brook nearby, 
in which to wash their 
leather after it had been ret- 
ted. That word, uncommon 
today, means to remove hair, 
which was done by soaking 
cowhides in chicken manure. 

The Civil War proved to be a 
boon to Perry & Cutler. The 
Union Army needed tanned 
leather, for the shoes that the 
Boys in Blue were wearing, 
as they marched off to battle. 
Perry & Cutler and many 
other firms supplied that 
leather. 

With passenger trains, and 
a growing (in size) tannery 
there was an opportunity for 
a general store in the neigh- 
borhood. That opportunity 
was fulfilled by a man named 
Jonathan Carter. 

Jonathan Carter lived in the 
house which is the home of 
the Mullarky family today, at 
the corner of Mystic Avenue 
and Middlesex Avenue. That 
gentleman did not build the 
home. It had been, about 20 
years previously the home of 
the Rev. Thomas Durgin. He 
was the clergymen for the 
free Will Baptist Church, in 
the building on Middlesex 
Avenue which eventually 
became the Wilmington Town 
Hall. He also taught school, 
wintertimes in the South 
School,which «stood on 
Butters Row, right beside the 
old Middlesex Canal. Mr. 


Durgin enjoyed a very fine 
reputation among the 
scholastically minded people 
of Wilmington. 

A map of Wilmington, print- 
ed in the early 1870's, showed 
that Jonathan Carter lived in 
the former home of the Rey. 
Durgin, which at the present 
time is at the corner of 
Mystic Avenue. It also shows 
a store at the intersection of 
Middlesex Avenue and the 
B&M Railroad, owned by J. 
Carter. The site is the same 
as the store today. There was 
also a post office in that 
store. 

Buck Brothers 

According to the obituary of 
Herbert Nathan Buck (1912) 
the store was purchased by 
the Buck Brothers, Herbert, 
Sidney and George “about 25 
years ago.” That would put 
the purchase date about 1887, 
but it does not fully agree 
with the Buck family tradi- 
tion. There is an ancient tale 
in that family which says 
that Herbert Buck built the 
store. 

It might probably be that 
the two stores (purchase and 
building) are only different 
parts of the same tale. 

The building, in 1912 was a 
two story structure, with a 
second story being used as a 
family dwelling. It was rent- 
ed, over the years, to various 
families. One of those was 
the Surrette family, and the 
late Walter Surrette was born 
in that upstairs apartment. 

It could well be, and proba- 
bly was, that Herbert Buck 
had a new building construct- 
ed. He was an intelligent 
individual . He and his broth- 
er George ran two stores, 
under the name of Buck 
Brothers. 

Herbert Buck ran the store 
in North Wilmington. The 
business was mainly devoted 
to groceries, but there was a 


section in which hay sini 
grain were sold. a 
George Buck ran the store 


in Wilmington, near the 


entrance to the Wilmington 
railroad depot. His store was’ 
mainly devoted to hay and 
grain. He may also have sold 
groceries, but there is no sat- 
isfactory proof. In post World 
War II years his store was 
the domain of the late 
George Spanos and his 
restaurant. Spanos was 
dubbed “the 
Wilmington” because every 
politician who came thor- 
ough Wilmington on a cani- 
paign tour stopped to have a 
picture taken, shaking hands 
with George. 

Herbert Buck was a lively 
person. He was an active par- 
ticipant_in many _activities., 
He was, among other things, 
elected a selectman of, 
Wilmington. Later, he, 
became a state representa- 
tive. He died suddenly in: 
1912, at the age of 50, proba- 
bly of a heart attack. ‘ 


His son, Rodney Buck, age 


“18 years old, took over the 


store. Rodney’s younger 
brother, Walter worked with 
Rodney throughout the years, 
but it was Rodney that ran 
the store. . 

The store burned down ih 
1913 or 1914. A new store was 
constructed, this time a sin- 
gle store building. It is the 
same store that is on the site 
today. 

The Elia Brothers, John 
and Mike, purchased the 
store in 1956. They had grown 
up in the grocery business, in 
their father’s store at the cor- 
ner of West and Lowell 
Streets. It is Mike Elia who 
runs the store in this year 
A.D. 1988, a store that is at 
least 25 years old. id 
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The Benjamin Buck House 


, he Benjamin Buck house, 
property of Mr. and Mrs. David 
Cox, is in the corner of 
Wildwood and Woburn Streets, 
the “second” house from the 
corner. The home of Atty and 
Mrs. John Callum (the Darius 
Buck House) is closer to the 
orner. 

| In a study of the home, made 
by the publisher of the Town 
Crier and the late Dr. Stearns 
of Billerica, about 15 years ago, 
the house was dated “about 
1672”. 

| Mr and Mrs Cox do not agree 
with this dating. They have had 
it studied by others, perhaps 
more expert than Dr. Stearns 
and the writer. 

1672 was the year that Woburn 
Street “The Road to Andover” 
was laid out. It was the year 
that the name Ephraim Buck 
was first in the “Meeting House 
Rate” (church pew rent) in 
Woburn, which with Reading 
was one of the two towns con- 
tributing land to this area to 
the now town of Wilmington. 
“Ephraim Buck had married, 
on Jan. 1, 1671 to Sarah Brooks 
of Woburn. He may have start- 
ed the construction of the house 
in that year. 

Known as the First Ephraim, 
he and his father Roger lived in 
this house, side by side. Roger 
was the son of William Buck 
and the two arrived in the New 
World, in Cambridge in 1635. 
William was a plowrite and 
Reger was the Publick 
Kxecutioner. There is a record 
Shill in existence where he was 
grdered to inflict twenty lashes 
on the back of some unfortu- 
Tie individual. 

“the original house according 
té’Dr. Stearns was that portion 
Which is now the back of the 
lijuse. It was long, with two 
rooms on the first floor, and two 
dm the second. The chimney 
divided the house into two 
parts, with father and family 
liying on one side, and son and 
family living on the other, all 
being served by the central 
chimney. 

This division continued for 
about two hundred years, as the 
house was added to, and out 
trough the barn and’ fields. 
Thé division line ran down to 
tle Maple Meadow Brook, right 
attoss Buck’s Hill, and perhaps 
father and son cultivated the 
fields together, or perhaps they 
cultivated them separately. 
There is no way to tell today. 
‘The original homestead had 140 


agres. 

‘Buck’s Hill, where the 
Wildwood School now stands, 
was for many years the sum- 
mér home of the Indians. They 
had died in 1609 from small 
pox, and the fields they had 
cleared were not yet full grown 
forests when the Buck Family 
first settled in 1672. 

For 250 years the Buck Family 
provided men to serve in the 
armed forces for the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony, and 
later in the armies of the 
Umited States. They served in 
eyery conflict in which 

assachusetts forces took part 

itil WWII, when there were no 
rflale Bucks of the right age to 
serve in the war. 

(Bucks County in 
Pennsylvania takes its name 
from Wilmington Bucks who 
ethigrated to that place. 
Bucksport, Maine was founded 
by Colonel Jonathan Buck, who 


was born in the Benjamin Buck 
House and served,» if” the 
Revolutionary War. ft is his 
gravestone in Bucksport, that 
has a discoloration on it alleged 
to be the boot of a witch..There 
is quite a fancy tale about that 
boot. 

Descendants of his went to 
South Carolina and founded a 
town there called Bucksville. 

The third Ephraim Buck and 
his brother Nathan were the 
young men who discovered the 


ser 
fle girl, just after the civil War 
was paid the princely sum of 
fifty cents a week, to go down 
to the old East School every 
‘ morning one hour before the 
teacher arrived, and light the 
fire. 5 
Aunt Suzy, after spending a 
life time in other places, 
returned to Wilmington about 
1950, well over 90 years old, to 
spend her last years in the town 
of her birth. 
Jonathan Henry Buck, his 


became a Colonel, in command 
of the Fifth Massachusetts 
Militia Regiment, at about the 
time just prior .to the 
Revolutionary War. 

But his greatest claim to fame 
is his gravestone, in Buckport, 
Maine. 

For that is the gravestone 
with the Witch's Boot. 

After his mothers death his 
father re-married, a girl by the 
name of Lydia Morse, from 
Newbury and he moved to 


last bear to be shot in 
Wilmington, in August 1670. 

The bear was discovered dur- 
ing haying operations in the 
Maple Meadow, near the pre- 
sent bridge on Wildwood Street, 
and was shot by grandfather 
Ephraim, with a Queen Anne's 
Arm, loaded with two bullets 


both of which entered the 
bear's heart. 
The late Rev. Daniel Noyes, 


pastor of the Congregational 
Church 87 years ago joked that 
although the bear was killed by 
two bullets, both of which 
entered its heart, every true 
son of Wilmington will always 
aver that it was killed by one 
Bucks shot. 

Nathan Buck, one of the two 
boys’ who first saw 'that. bear 
later became Constable of 
Wilmington, in the days preced- 
ing the revolution, and it was 
he who paid the town’s taxes to 
the Colonial Legislature, meet- 
ing in Concord, rather than to 
the Colony Treasurer, a servant 
of the King, in 1774. This was 
probably the first overt act of 
the Revolution to occur in 


Wilmington. 
The great-great grandson of 
the original Buck was 


Benjamin, about whom many 
stories still exist in Wilmington. 
He was a well to do farmer, and 
he spent his entire lifetime in 
that house - 87 years and 6 
months dying in 1885. 

It was he who gave that house 
its name. It was he who gave 
the Parsonage to the 
Congregational Church, with 
the proviso that if it ever ceas- 
es to be the home of the minis- 
ter of that Church it shall 
revert to the Buck Family. And 
it was he who paid for the 
rebuilding of the church 
steeple, after it had blown down 
in a hurricane in 1876. 

And another person who lived 
in the old homestead, with her 
grandfather Benjamin was 
“Aunt” Suzy Hale, who as a lit- 


nephew, inherited the house 
after Benjamin died, and lived 
there until he died in 1925, He 
was the last buck to live in the 
old homestead. 

Wilmington was first settled 
about 1665. The first was prob- 
ably William Butter (1665). The 
second may have _ been 
Abraham Jaquith (about 1665) 
and the third may have been 
Righard Harnden (about 1667). 
There was probably another 
house, in 1666, the Tweed- 
Manning House in North 
Wilmington , lately the victim 
of the arsonist’s torch. Just 
when the Tweed-Manning 

* house was built the writer does 
not know, but there are 1666 
rumors. 

The Buck family, as has been 
related, built their home in 
Wilmington in 1672 or there - 
abouts, and this home, soon to 
be torn down, is one of the 
Ancestral Homes of the United 
States. Bucks from all over the 
country can trace their lineage 
back to Roger Buck. 

Another early settler was 
Samuel Eames who moved up 
from the Central Square area 
‘of Woburn about 1695. 

Samuel was the father, among 
others, of Daniel Eames, and of 
Lydia Eames. 

Daniel Eames bought from 
Ephraim Buck, in 1723, the 
Eames House on Woburn 
Street, across from Wildwood 
Street, now the home of the 
Wolfe Family. He married a 
granddaughter of Richard 
Harnden , Abigail. 

His sister, Lydia married 
Ebenezer Buck grandson of 
Roger. There was only one sur- 
viving son of this marriage, the 
other children dying young and 
Lydia did not live more then a 
half a dozen 

The surviving Buck son, 
Jonathan, born in the Buck 
House on Woburn Street on 
February 20, 1719. Jonathan 
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Haverhill. Jonathan grew to 
manhood in that town. 

Among his occupations was 
that of a ship builder, and the 
Town of Haverhill refused him 
the right to establish a ship- 
yard, a factor that may have 
caused Jonathan to move to 
Maine, which was then a part 
of the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony. 

Eight men from Haverhill 
moved to the Penobscot River 
and founded a town there on 
August 8, 1762, a town first 
called Buckstowne, and then 
later Bucksport. 

Jonathan Buck was 


the 


acknowledged leader and first 
settler of that town. 

In Bucksport, Jonathan Buck, 
who is described as being about 
5 feet 10 inches in height, lean, 
and with a Roman Nose, was 
able to build himself a ship, 


which he could not do in 
Haverhill. He built a sloop 
named the Hannah, in 1770, a 


vessel of about 60 tons, and the 
first ever built on the 
Penobscot. 


And on the Penobscot he may 
have met from time to time his 
former brother-in-law, Daniel 
Eames. Daniel was engaged in 
a successful land speculation in 
the Penobscot area, and proba- 
bly visited the area several 
times. 


Near Bucksport was a place 
called Bagaduce, and in 1779, 


during the Revolution, the 
British seized this place and 
built a fort, called Fort George. 

This was a direct affront to 
the now independent 
Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, and an expedi: 
tion was organized to drive the 
British out 

One reads of Lexington, and 
of Bunker Hill, and of 
Dorchester Heights in the his- 
tory books of the nation, but 
one never reads of the expedi- 
tion to take Fort George, for it 
ended ‘in disgrace. 

In command of the military 
forces was a General Lowell, 
and in command of of the twen- 
ty armed ships, property of the 
Commonwealth, was a 
Commodore Saltonstall. 

After the expedition arrived 
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at .»Bagaduce Colonel Buck 
(who it seems, did not have his 
regiment, or so one might 
infer) went over from 
Bucksport with other 
Bucksport men, and offered his 
services, 

The fort was besieged by the 
forces of Massachusetts for 21 
days, and then some British 
Men-of-War appeared on the 
horizon. ue 

The Americans fled up the 
river taking everything with 
them, and they sunk or burned 
all their boats. One of them was 
the frigate “Warren”, the first 
frigate ever built in the United 
States. It was blown up just a 
little below Bangor. 

Colonel Buck, 
Massachusetts forces fled 
upstream went back to 
Bucksport and arranged for his 
family to go elsewhere knowing 
that the British would soon be 
around. 

The British arrived the next 
day and Bucksport was burned, 
including the Colonel's home, 
shop and sloop. 

The Colonel and his family 
had already got as far’ as 
Brewer upon the Penobscot, 
where a servant girl died and 
was buried. Later, he and his 
family escaped to Haverhill. 

But the biggest event of his 
life occurred after he had died, 
and was buried. 

It was. the famed “Witch's 
Boot” which appeared on his 
gravestone. 

There are tales that the 
colonel had. condemned a witch 
to death and that she had 
prophesied that she would 
haunt him, after his death 

There are more tales that the 
colonel made orders, in his life 
time, to ensure that this would 
not happen. 

And there are still more tales 
that members of the, Buck fam 
ily had caused the stone to be 
cleaned several times, after the 
discoloration appeared, and 
that each time: the “Witch's 
Boot” reappeared. 

All of which may or may not 
be true, but Colonel Jonathan 
Buck, a native of Wilmington, 
was more famous for an event 
that may have been purely a 
geological accident than any 
thing he did in his long and 
honorable career. 
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The early days of the 
Methodist Church in 
Wilmington and Tewksbury 


Ames Hall, in Wilmington 
lasted for about a quarter of a 
century. It stood at the corner 
of Church Street and Main 
Street near a store run by 
Charlie Hudson. That corner 
became known as Hudson's 
Corner, possibly after the fire 
of 1903 and was so known 
until about 1930. 

Joseph A. Ames, the first of 
two of that name came to 
Wilmington in the 1830's. By 
1856 ha had a store in the rail- 
road station which stood on 
(he “Boston” side of the 
Burlington Avenue bridge. 
The railroad station was on 

. the ground level, and Ames 
had his store on the ground 
level. 

It was probably Joseph A. 
Ames who built Ames Hall, 
sometime after 1876. It was on 
the site of a former black- 
smith shop. It was a two story 
building, which was rented as 
occasion demanded. It is on 
record that several times the 
hall was rented to “Kickapoo 
Indians” who sold a type of 
liquid refreshment or medi- 
cine guaranteed to cure the 
patient of whatever ailed him. 

The Methodist movement 
had been fermenting for sev- 
eral years in Wilmington 
when the hall was rented, in 
1881 for the purpose of hold- 
ing a Methodist service. No 
names are known for certain, 
but it is to be believed that 
George T. Eames was one of 
the early people who took 
part in the, movement. Mr. 
Eames lived on Middlesex 
Avenue, in what is row the 
Balser hous®”He was a veter- 
an of the Civil War. 

Another name that comes 
through is that of Mrs. Dr. 
Frances Hiller. She was a doc- 
tor of medieine, as was her 
husband Henry. 

It is probable that both were 


/ 


a part of the small group who 
were intent on forming a 
“Methodist Chapel” — in 
Wilmington. This group had a 
meeting in January 1881, with 
a second meeting on May 21 


The site is not known, but 
quite probably it was in a pri- 
vate home 

A committee was chosen, 
which visited the Presiding 
Elder in Boston. Loramus 
Crowell, after being con- 
vinced that a congregation 
could be obtained, recom- 


mended that the Rev. E.N. 
McKenney of Saugus be sent 
as a preacher. He became the 
first minister of the church. 
May 28, 1881 was the date of 
the first Methodist congrega- 


tion, for worship and prayer, 
in Ames Hall. 
Less that half a mile, north, 


on the other side of Church 
Street was an area with some 
oak trees on which the con- 
gregation fixed its sight. 


Later called Oak Grove, it’ 


was purchased, and in 1883 
construction started on a 
chapel. That chapel was fin- 
ished and dedicated February 
23, 1884. The Rev. Putnam 
Webber was the first pastor, 
and- the Rey. Nicholas T. 
Whitaker of Lowell preached 
the dedicatory sermon. 

The grassland’ and the oak 
trees behind that first chapel 
leant themselves to camp 
meetings which seem to have 
been going full swing in Jtily 
1889. It was about this time 
that an‘addition was made to 
the building, probably in the 
place known for years as the 
“ladies parlor.” 

It was about this time the 
Rey. William A. Thurston was 


the minister. It was he who 


moved in a home behind the 
church, a home which still 
exists. And because he lived 
on the lane that became a 


and ‘ 
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and Safe Holiday 
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street, it was only natural 
that the street be named for 
him, as it is today still named. 

In 1903 was the fire at 
Wilmington Square, in which 
Ames Hall burned. The town 
organized a fire department. 
One of the first things done 
was an agreement with the 
Wilmington Methodist Church 
for a fire bell. The agreement 
was dated August 17, 1903. 

There had been an abbrevi- 
ated church tower, with four 
corners. Now, as the result of 
the agreement, a church 
steeple was built over that 
tower. There was no charge to 
the town for fire bell services. 

One of the parishioners at 
about the time the steeple 
was built was Fred H. 
Roberts. He was a chocolate 
manufacturer, who had a 
place near Sullivan Square in 
boston, and was becoming 
wealthy. In 1908 he donated an 
Estey reed organ to the 
church. 

Three years later, in 1911, an 
important addition was made, 
in back, and again Fred 
Roberts paid the costs. Still 
later; the Roberts family 
offered use of a home at what 
became 98:Church Street for a 
parsonage. This was: built in 
1914. 

During this era, too, a 
chapel was established in 
South Tewksbury, on South 
Street, near Brown Street. 
That “preaching place” 
became the Tewksbury 
Methodist church in 1928 

Further alterations were 
made with the church build- 
ing, ending in 1917, with the 
Roberts family again paying 
the costs. The old building of 
the Wilmington Methodist 
Church at that time reached 
its full size.

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Backyard Gardening 


Long before the bird man of 
North Wilmington was known 
for his book “Hand Feeding Wild 
Birds and his column on birds 
Hugh Wiberg wrote a column on 
Backyard Gardening. Presented 
here is a prime example. 


by HUGH WIBERG 

Early September signals the 
beginning of clean up time. Most 
of the tools we have been using 
all spring and summer are no 
longer needed, and should be 
cleaned and stored away in the 
garage or cellar. You can double 
the life of your rake, spade, shov- 
el and smaller hand tools by 
keeping them inside and dry 
from september through April. 

The garden area requires some 
tidying up now, as well. Left over 
plant residue, especially debris 
showing evidence of insect and 
disease problems, can be broken 
up, bagged, and put out with the 
trash. Disease spore have no 
problem wintering over thereby 
creating an even worse situation 
next year. 

Serious gardeners should give 
thought in September to planting 
a cover crop. A cover crop is a 
plant such as winter rye, that is 
sworn in the garden in the fall, 


after the harvest in completed. It 
is allowed to grow through the 
fall and winter, covering bare soil 
in the empty garden. In the 
spring, the cover crop is tilled 
into the soil. As the cover crop 
breaks down, it gives the soil the 
nutrients it has stored. 

All cover crops will add nitro- 
gen to the soil, helping to restore 
what has been used up in the pre- 
vious season. 
‘There are other benefits to utiliz- 
ing cover crops, beside providing 
fertilizer. In the first place, 
organic matter is added, thus 
improving the physical structure 
of the garden soil. Soil left uncov- 
ered over the winter loses much 
of its humus because the nutri- 
ents produced by the micro- 
organisims in the sol are leached 
away by rainfall and snow. The 
cover crops roots aerate clay 
soils, providing drainage chan- 
nels as the plants decay. A clay 
soil that is cover cropped is much 
less likely to be hard and imper- 
vious come spring planting time. 

Cover crops also help to mini- 
mize erosion problems by retain- 
ing rainfall and snow until they 
have time to soak more slowly 
into the earth. Here in the North 
East cover crops provide extra 


protection against deep frosts by 
retaining soil moisture and mod- 
erating temperature fluctuations, 
as well as protecting earthworms 
and soil building microbes from 
sudden freezes and thaws. 

I have had good results using 
either winter wheat or rye. Both 
are annual grasses which grow 
well in the fall in our area. They 
tolerate extreme cold very well, 
and continue to grow, albeit very 
slowly, right through the winter. 
Winter wheat and rye are avail- 
able at the larger garden supply 
outlets, and the seed should be 
sown during the second half of 
September. 

The standard rate of applica- 
tion is four ounces of seed for 
every 100 square feet (10 x10 feet) 
covering the seed with three- 
quarters of an inch of soil. In 
about 10 days, you will begin to 
see a lush green mat beginning 
to develop. By spring, depending 
on temperature and moisture 
conditions over the winter, you 
will have a stand of grass any- 
where from six to twelve inches 
tall, ready to be turned under. 

So, gardeners, give some 
thought to sowing a winter cover 
crop this month. You will be glad 
you did next spring and summer. 


The Golden Pea Spoon award 


June 10, 1981 

Ever since the days of the 
American Revolution, the tradi- 
tion in Eastern Middlesex 
County and Essex County is that 
a family should eat, on Bunker 
Hill Day (June 17), peas from 
the family garden, and fresh 
salmon, caught in a nearby river. 
That tradition is the basis for the 
now 25-year-old contest, inspired 
by the Town Crier, for the Golden 
Pea Spoon award. The Golden 
Pea Spoon is wholly mythical, 
and it is awarded each year to 
the first backyard gardener, who 
has peas on the family table. 

There must be enough peas for 
the family dinner. Professional 
gardeners have always been 
excluded. The contest, which is 
just for fun, is for the average 
person who likes to have a small 
garden in back of the family 
home. 

Last year the mythical Golden 
Pea Spoon was shared by two 
men, Nick Deshais of 59 River 
Rd., Tewksbury and Bob Peters 
of Grant Street, Wilmington. Bob 
picked peas first, but Nick ate 
first, and it was declared a tie. 

Bob has now shattered all 


existing records. He picked peas 
on May 31, not only enough for a 
family dinner, but enough to give 
to fellow employees in 
Wilmington Town Hall. Bob is 
the accountant for the Town of 
Wilmington. There is quite a 
story behind his agricultural 
achievement. 

His garden is not big, but he 
has built it up over the years. 
The soil is thick. He raises his 
vegetables in raised beds - the 
so-called "planchet" of the 
French farmers. 

Bob makes his own compost. 
For him compost is an ever 
ongoing affair. An area almost 
one quarter the size of the gar- 
den is given over to compost - 
making operations. Compost, for 
those who do not know the word, 
is organic plant food, made by 
decomposing leaves. mowed 
grass, and other materials. 

Bob also knows Tommy 
Sullivan, the tree, warden of 
Wilmington. Tommy has a pony. 

The pony manure is used exclu- 
sively by Bob Peters, to fertilize 
his garden. It makes quite an 
addition, plant-wise.

Many Wilmington families 
were farmers of hops, but it can 
be proven in only a few 
instances. 

Behind the William Butters II 
house on Chestnut Street, adja- 
cent to the Baldwin Apple, was 
a hop kiln. In the uplands near 
that’ house were many stone 
walls. 

Those stone walls mean that 
the fields were cleared to grow 
hops. They are a definite clue. 
Wherever in Wilmington, one is 
going through the woods in 
upland, and one comes across a 
stone wall in those woods, it is a 
very good indication that some- 
one was growing hops there,

streets, and .between High 
Street and the new Route 62, 
over Route 93. There are also 
stone walls in the land that was 
once a part of the Gowing 
Farm. 

The Harnden family and. the 
Gowing family both undoubted- 
ly were hop farmers. On High 
Street, Henry Carter grew 
hops. He lived in the house now 
owned by the Espinola family. 

Dr. Silas Brown, who bought 
the Harnden Tavern, raised his 
own crops and may have grown 
hops. 

Indeed, the highest price paid 
for Wilmington hops was just 
after he had moved to town. In 
1817, the price was 34 cents a 
pound. Two years later, it had 
dropped to five cents. ‘ 

Hop cultivation stopped in 
1837. That was the second year, 
it seems, of a hop blight, from 
which Wilmington hops never 


recovered. 

Probably the best story, rela- 
tive to hops, relates to the 
Benjamin Buck house, between 
Wildwood and Woburn streets, 
now the oldest house in town. 

The Buck family had a lot of 
upland, where the Wildwood 
School is now located. They 
owned right down to the brook. 
Nathan Buck was the man who 
was the owner in the years 
right after the Revolution. He 
was the son of Ephraim, the 
man who had shot the last bear, 
back in August 1760. 

As a guess, Ephraim probably 
grew hops for the family beer. 
So did Nathan. It was an old 


house, which now bears his 
name, although it was built by 
his forebears. It seems that he 
built a secret hiding place, 
which was only discovered in 
the 1960s. One of the chestnut 
beams on the first floor had a 
little addition to it, that could 
not be detected by a casual 
glance. In there, for possibly a 
half century, Benjamin Buck 
hid his money. 

If the town needed $1000, it 
would borrow it from 
Benjamin. This happened more 
than once, according to the 
town records. 

When the church 
(Congregational) steeple blew 
down in 1876, it was Benjamin

Benjamin is the man who is 
credited with making money by 
growing hops in Wilmington.

Buck who paid $5000 for a new 
steeple. He just went to his hid- 
ing place, after being certain no 
one was watching, and got the 
money. 


That was hop money. 


The Buck house has a third 
floor, where the hops were 


dried, before they were sent.to 
market. It seems to have been 
the only place where this was 
done indoors. Everywhere else, 
they were dried in outdoor 
kilns. Drying at cooler temper- 
atures produces higher quality 
hops. 

After the hops were dried, 
they were packed in big bags 
and dropped down a chute, 
beside one of the chimneys'to 
ground level. Then the bags 
were taken out and brought 
down to the canal, to be shipped 
to Charlestown. 

As far as is known, the 
Benjamin Buck house is the 
only one in the United States 
which had, and still has, a hop 
chute. It seems to be unique. 

Benjamin’s older brother was 
Jonathan. He was two years 
older. It would seem that the 
two brothers were partners in 
the growing and selling of hops. 
There is no written record of 
any such arrangement, of 
which the writer knows, but 
there is a better one, right next 
door. 


Not far from the Benjamin 
Buck house is the Darius Buck 
hours, now owned by the 
Callans. Darius Buck, born in 
1826, was the son of Jonathan 
and Betsy. 

When the hop money came 
pouring in, Jonathan thought it 
was time to have a home of his 
own, He had it built next door, a 
nice Federal home. There he 
lived, and there he and Betsy 
raised their children 

There is no record of their 
marriage in the Wilmington 
records. Betsy, evidently, was 
not a Wilmington gir! 

The first child, Henry, was 
born in 1821. That was four 
years after the highest price on 
hops, and not long after 
Jonathan built the home in the 
point of Woburn Street and 
Wildwood Street. 

Benjamin, it turned out, gave 
money to the church for foreign 
missions. Jonathan used his 
share to build a nice home for 
himself. 

And it all 
Wilmington hops. 
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The Isle at Emerald Court is 
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May 22, 1985

Subdivions 


Back in the days of the 
Spanish American War, and 
through the days of World War I 
and even later there were many 
real estate salesmen who sold 
small lots of land in the towns 
that were in the outskirts of 
Boston. Wilmington, Billerica 
and Tewksbury were three’ 
towns that had such real estate 
promotions. 

These people would buy a 
farm, at the end of a streetcar 
line, and then have an engineer 
who would lay out streets and 
lots of land to sell. There were 


. no. planning boards in those 


days. There were no laws 
regarding the planning and 
sale of subdivisions. 

One of the early examples was 
the Woburn City and Land 
Improvement. The land was 
mostly in Wilmington. The 
chances are that it encom- 
passed a large parcel of land 
that had formerly been a’ part 
of the Cook farm. The Cook 
farm house stood for years on 
the corner of Eames Street and 
Main Street.

Prospective customers were 
brought out by streetcar for a 
picnic in the country and then 
subjected to high pressure sales 
efforts. The main idea was to 
take their the money and that 
the salesman did. After that 
there was no more worry for 
them. 

The plan was that a person 
could buy a number of lots and 
have a house lot to size wanted 
Six lots could make a house lot 
105 feet wide and 140 feet deep. 

Many’ purchasers, however, 
bought fewer than that. 

Those who did, after few 
years discovered that the devel- 
opers had no intention of build- 
ing the roads. They found them- 
selves unable to build. After a 
few more years they paid no 
taxes and eventually the town 
took the land for takes. 

By the late 1920s the select- 
men of Wilmington were busy 
trying in their own turn, to sell 
that land. The town owned 
many lots taken for non-pay- 
ment of taxes. Wilmington resi- 
dents and others went to auc- 
tions held by the selectmen and 
bought lots of land for them- 
selves. The price was about $5 a 
lot. 

It seemed a good idea, but 
after a few years the new own- 
ers would become equally dis-

gusted and not pay taxes in 
their turn. Then the town would 
again take the land for non pay- 
ment of taxes. 

In a manner of speaking it 
became quite a mess. There 
were acres and acres of brush 
which grew into trees. No one 
lived there. No one paid taxes 
Every now and then the then 
selectmen would have another 
tax sale, and the cycle would 
start all over again, but with 
title to the property. now more 
complicated. 

Wilmington in 1951 had a 
change of style in its govern- 
ment. There was a town man- 
ager under the town manager 
charter. There was a strong 
plan of government giving the 
town manager authority to do 
many things. 

One of the early things the 
town manager did was hire a 
full time professional assessor. 
That man's name was Frank 
Walters. 

Walters looked at the Woburn 
City and Land Improvement 
mess and with the permission 
of the town manager started to 
do something about it. The idea 
was to clear up the titles for 
those hundreds of lots of land. 

It meant tracing the heirs of 
any person who had ever owned 
a lot of land. It mean getting all 
the heirs to acknowledge that 
they had no valid claim. In a 
phrase, it meant that the heirs 
had to sign clear of all claims. 

Walters spent all his time at 
the task for a couple of years. 
He traced heirs, in one 
instance, to Greece. He got

In some 
instances, it is related, heirs of 
an owner of 50 years ago would 
find Walters sitting on their 
front door step when they 
stepped out in the morning to 
go to work. 

Thirty-six acres of land were 
thus cleared of any question of 
title. The land was between two 
sets of tracks of the Boston and 
Maine Railroad. The land was 
then rezoned to industrial use. 
A young chemical engineer 
bought the land and started a 
firm called National 
Polychemicals. 

That was about 1956. National 
Polychemicals land long since 
been sold. The present owner is 
Olin, about the fourth owner in 
line to own the land and to pay 
taxes to the town. 

Walters has since passed 
away. The tremendous job he 
did for the Town of Wilmington 
is, in one sense at least, a mon- 
ument to his industry.

huge bulldozer “climbing” over 
their cars. 

Tewksbury police reported 
that the bulldozer incident actu- 
ally did happen at 12:15 a.m. 
April 20 and it caused damage 
to the backyards of three 
Kennedy Road residents and 
damage to the cars of five 
patrons at the Jade Ease. 

According to a report filed by 
Officer Paul Doherty it was 
Tewksbury Selectman 
Chairman Dick Morris who 
called in the runaway bulldozer 
report and is was Morris, who 
is a retired heavy equipment 
operator, who was finally able 
to bring the the machine to a 
halt before it could do further 
damage on its midnight ride. 

The vehicle, owned by Phil 
Cormier of 413 Central St., 
Acton and used in his Alphi 
Homeing Company, started its 
trek on a lot where Cormier is 
building a house. Apparently, 
vandals broke off the ignition 
system and placed the vehicle 
in reverse. 

It proceeded across the front

South of Main Street and 
backed up against the Woburn 
line were a number of paper 
streets, and 37 to 70 house lots. 
The area had the same history 
as that which eventually 
became National Polychemi- 
cals, but with different ending. 

Back in the years when there 
was a lot of construction on 
Route 128 a gravel merchant 
bought enough of those lots of 
land so as to establish a sort of 
title to at least some of the 
land. Then he got permission to 
remove gravel. 

He hired Wilmington cops to 
control traffic. The comment at 
the time was that the 
Wilmington and other people 
with automobiles would be 
stopped every time one of those 
gravel trucks came by. It was 
not thé trucks that would be 
controlled. Some of the com- 
ments were not pleasant. 

That gravel merchant 
removed all the gravel that he 
could move. Some years later it 
was established that half of the 
land at, belonged to the town. 
Those cops had been stopping 
Wilmington residents so that 
the gravel operator could take 
out gravel that was owned by 
the Town of Wilmington. 

One suggestion made in 
recent years is that the old 
gravel pit could be made into a 
housing authority site. The 
reader can take that for what 
it's worth. 

The third site mentioned, 


to the vacant lot, into the back 
yard of James Blute where it 
knocked over tow trees and a 
clothes line.

A second developer 
was engaged, and the land 
became an industrial park. 

There are, at this time three 
industrial buildings on that lot. 
The taxes paid by those build- 
ings amount to $61,000 a year. A 
fourth building will go on the 
tax rolls this year and as a 
guess one can say that the own- 
ers of that building will pay 
about 425,000 a year. 

That, some will agree, is bet- 
ter that $50.60.

North Andover junior running 
back Andrew Foote was noth- 
ing short of spectacular.

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Iraqi war action starting t

As the War in Iraq and com- 
bat action in Afghanistan con- 
tinue, many people are begin- 
ning to see the younger gener- 
ation, especially younger sib- 
lings and children of combat 
personnel, starting to show 
signs of emotional strain. The 
North Shore Veterans’ 
Counseling Service (NSVCS) is 
trying to be proactive on this 
issue and is establishing a 
counseling group for that 
group. 

NSVCS Executive Director 
Lynn Moran said, “I was at a 
support group for parents and 
spouses of people serving (in 
combat areas) and they were 
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expressing the need for a place 
for younger people to go.” 

According to Moran, the 
need arises from the fact that 
even the friends of the young 
people “don't understand the 
stress the child is under.” 

In many cases the problems 
of the child or younger sibling 
is something they would be 
able to discuss with the person 
serving his country in a com- 
bat zone. However, now it is 
that person who is not there. 

The NSVCS will be provid- 
ing the first such service of its 
kind in Massachusetts and it is 
free of charge to the partici- 
pants. The group has already 
been lauded by state officials 
for “thinking outside the box” 


on the matter. 

Because it is the first of its 
kind, Moran has enlisted the 
aid of Eric Bowman, 
facilitate the s 
held at the NSVCS office at 100 
Cummings Center, Suite 220E 
in Beverly. Bowman is well 
known counselor on the North 
Shore and works with many 
area schools. 

“I'm hoping the program 
will help the children with cop- 
ing skills for stress,” Moran 
said. “It will give them a 
chance to be around other kids 
with the same feelings and 
experiences.” 

She added, “Hopefully they 
will bond and form friendships 
so they can pick up the tele-

In her letter Tucker writes, 
‘as the Legislature prepares 
the final deficiency budget, it 
is my hope that the Senate 
will advocate consistently 
and forcefully for increases 
in aid to education and local 
government. 

“Estimates for the upcom- 
ing winter's staggering fuel 
costs are another concern for 
Tucker. She expects families 
and local government to 
experience ‘sticker shock’ 
when it comes to heating 
homes and buildings. 

“Senator Tucker said the 
legislation includes a fuel 
relief program allowing tax 
breaks to individuals who 
earn less than $50,000, and 
families earning less than 
$75,000.

“Kahn's father returned 
home five weeks later, but 
the family’s ordeal contin- 
ued, he told eighth graders at 
the Middle School.

said Kahn. ‘And not just for

‘Some firefighters 
actually put out one of the 
fires, and someone came by 
and said, ‘What are you 
doing? We're supposed to be 
burning it down.’ They 
restarted the fire’ 

“Kahn was in school that 
day, attending second grade 
in a rundown facility on the 
outskirts of town. The princi- 
pal came in and told the stu 
dents that school was closed 
and to not come back until 
they were notified 

“'No one knew what was 
going on,’ said Kahn....”

The surge in creative mort- 
gage products called “exotics” 
by former Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan, 
have, attracted thousands with 
low, introductory (or teaser) 
interest rates and correspond- 
ing low monthly payments 
that may skyrocket in the 
near future. 

These exotics, including 
the Adjustable Rate Mortgage 
(ARMS), Interest-Only Loans 
(10s), and others often requi- 
re little or no down payment 
with low introductory rates 
for a period of three to five 


rs. 

After this period of time, 
the loans convert and adjust 
to. whatever the interest rate 
may be at the time. 

In the second half of 2004, 
63 percent of all new mortga- 
geé were of this exotic catego- 
ry; 23 percent were Interest- 
Only mortgages. This is up 
from just two percent in 2001. 

With the growing populari- 
ty of these loans, some econo- 


mists and housing experts 
predict that literally thou- 
sands of homeowners will face 
skyrocketing monthly pay- 
ments in the coming year’s 
because today’s low interest 
rates are not expected to last 
forever. 

Former Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan 
cautioned this fall that, 
“These products could be 
cause for some concern both 
because they expose borrow- 
ers to more interest-rate and 
house-price risk than the stan- 
dard thirty-year, fixed-rate 
mortgage.”

‘To secure this steady mort- 
gage, the borrower would get 
mortgage insurance, which 
would bring the monthly pay- 
ment to $1,254. Since the insu- 
rance is cancelled when more
